The old land­ 
m ark which has been closed to 
travel for more than two y ears 
was destroy ed by fire at midnight, 
April. 27. 
"It 
is believed the fire was 
of 
incendiary 
origin. 
Drift­ 
wood and cornstalks in the west 


end of the box of the old ruins 
were set on fire Tuesday at 12:30 
o’clock, but the blaze was discov­ 
ered before much damage was 
done and the burning drift was 
thrown into the river. 
"Fire again broke out about 5 
o’clock and chemical extinguish­ 
ers were sent there by the fire 
departm ent and the blaze was ex­ 
tinguished. 
"The third attempt of the fire­ 
bug was successful, as about 11 
o’clock "Dude” Stottlemire, watch­ 
man at the bridge, saw a fire in 
the aqueduct at the arch, but be­ 
fore he could dress, the flames 
shot clear through the structure.” 
And so ended the old landmark, 
part of the buttresses which still 
stands today .

ATHING as a daily habit brings abo ut a sense o f physical well­ 
being. 
It is a distinct help in maintaining go o d health. 


This fact was kno wn and was acted upo n by the enlightened 
races o f antiquity. 
Ihe influence o f water upo n the welfare o f the 
bo dy has been o bserved fo r tho usands o f years. 
The Ro man legio ns were pro bably be tte r dis­ 
ciplined than the raw levies o f Gaul, Helvetia, 
Austria, Germany, Spain and Britain. 
But un­ 
questio nably they were better ho used, better fed 
and better bathed. 
When o ccupying enemy territo ry, the Ro man 
Army strategically 
lo cated their camps near 
timber, fo o d and water. 
These camp sites very 
frequently became statio nary and 
permanent 
camps, and aro und them grew co nsiderable num ­ 
bers o f ho uses. 
Such sites later became to wns. 
Many o f these to wns— Old Chester (fro m 
the wo rd “ castra,” meaning “camp” ) and o ther 
to wns in England ending in “ chester” were 
Ro man camps. 
A fter such a camp became sta­ 
tio nary vario us luxuries were added. 
Always big 
baths (thermae.) were installed. 
Baths o f ho t 
and co ld water, with steam ro o ms, had all the 
appurtenances o f tho se o f to uay. 
There are many peo ple to day who visit the cures o r baths o f Aix- 
les-Bains, Wiesbaden, Carlsbad and Baden-Baden. 
Ho w many kno w 
that all o f them were Ro man baths 2,000 years ago ? 
They were either 
a part o f o r near a Ro man camp. 
, 
Archaeo lo gists to day are finding 
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these o ld Ro man 
baths 
in 
many 
places. 
Oqe o f the finest o f Ro man 
legio nary camps has recently been 
fo und a t Brugg, Switzerland, the site 
o f the ancient Ro man to wn o f Vin- 
do nissa. 
At no very great depth 
was fo und this camp with a bath in 
excellent co nditio n, with its heating 
o j r o o u t 
n m v t n l n t f 


The earliest Greeks also knew the 
great value o f the daily bath. 
High 
thinking and go o d living gave them 
eminence as a race. 
Fo r indo o r wo rkers the daily hath 
is especially needful. 
The skin dis­ 
po ses o f a great deal o f waste m at­ 
ter r« f t.h« bo dv- Tt is unable to func* 


tio n pro perly unless the po res are 
kept o pen by frequent bathing. 
Bathing stimulates the nerves o t 
skin and the general circulatio n. Its 
go o d effects are felt in every part o f 
the bo dy. 
One who is co nstantly engaged in 
o ut-o f-do o r wo rk usually has an ac­ 
tive skin and the waste is carried o fi 
the bo dy in the perspiratio n.

stimulates 
the 
o ther o rgans o f eliminatio n as well 
a-s the lungs, kidneys and intestines 
This is in co ntrast to the life o f the 
average indOo r wo rker, who do es no t 
exercise eno ugh.

and cleansing. 
It keeps the skin in 
go o d co nditio n. 
The tho usands o f

skin is kept Immaculately dean. 
The hath tem perature is a matter 
o f cho ice fo r the mo st part. 
There 
are very many perso n.- who canno t 
stand the co ld plunge, and it is no ', 
wise fo r them to persist in trying it 
W ater is as essential to life as air 
It has a mo st 
po werful influence 
upo n every fo rm o f life. 
Public and 
private baths are here fo r every man 
wo man 
and 
child, 
and 
everyo ne 
sho uld make the mo st o f o ur mar 
velo usly abundant supply o f water 
In the State o f New Yo rk are the 
baths o f Sarato ga. The waters th e r^ 
are used in the treatm ent o f heart, 
kidney and o ther o rganic diseases. 
In the wo rld there are many o ther 
baths which fo r ages have helped in 
the cure o f disease. 
The value o f sea bathing is un 
questio nable. 
It is a mo st precio us 
asset, and as the Summer co mes o n 
millio ns o f peo ple will enjo y and find 
benefit fro m the stimulating sea air 
and water. 
Extremes o f tem perature in bath 
ing sho uld always be avo ided by per­ 
so ns who are no t ro bust. 
It wo uld 
be unwise fo r such perso ns to bathe 
in either to o co ld water o r fo r to e 
lo ng a time in sea water o f any tem 
i>er„ature.

ATHING as a daily habit brings about a sense of physical well- 
being. It is a distinct help in maintaining good health. 


This fact was known and was acted upon by the enlightened 


races of antiquity. 
The influence of water upon the welfare of the 
body has been observed for thousands of years. 


The Roman legions were probably-Jaetter dis- 


ciplined than the raw levies of Gaul, Helvetia, 
Austria. Germany, Spain and Britain. But un- 
questionably they were better housed, better fed 
and better bathed. 


"When occupying enemy territory, the Roman 


Army strategically located their camps near 
timber, food and water. These camp sites very 
frequently became stationary and permanent 
camps, and around them grew considerable num- 
bers of houses. Such sites later became towns. 


Many of these towns — Old Chester (from 


the -word "castra," meaning "camp") and other 
towns in England ending in "chester" were 
Roman camps. After such a camp became sta- 
tionary various luxuries were added. Always big 
baths (thermae.) were installed

and cold water, with steam rooms,' had all the 
appurtenances of those of toaay.
